Churchill said the United Na- 
tions organization has “so far been 
rent and distracted by the antag- 
onism of Soviet Russia and by the 
fundamental schism which has

“But,” he declared, owe must 
not despair. We must persevere, 
and if the gulf continues to widen, 
we must make sure that the cause 
ef freedom is defended by all the 
resources of vombined forethought 
and superior science.” 

“Here,” he said, “lies the ‘best 
hope of averting a third wore 
struggle, a sure means 
coming through it without being 


}enslaved or destr: yed.” 

Churchill said: 

“Science no doubt could if suf- 
ficiently perverted exterminate us 
all, but it is not in the power of 
material forces in any period 
which the youngest here tonight 
need take into practical account. | 
to alter the main elements in hu-.

variety of forms in which the soul 
and genius of the human race can | 
and wil] express itself.” 


Britain’s elder statesman—a_ 
symbol of the tenacity of Britain | 
in World War II—said “the flame 
of Christian ethics is still our 
highest suid_.” 

Churchil) said that after the first 
World War “the failure to strangle 
bolshevism -at its birth and to 
bring Russia, then prostrate, into 
the general democratic system lies 
heavy upon us.” 

The English speaking world, he 
said, emergei after World War II 
“bleeding and breathless but 
united as we never were before.” 

“This unity is our present sal- 
vation,” he added. 

Even after all our victories, 
Churchill said: 

“We are now faced by perils, 
both grave and near, and by prob- 
lems more than have ever con- 
fronted. Christian civilization, even 
in this Twentieth Century of 
storm and change.” |

NEW YORK—(NANA)—Money forgers are having the, 


time of their lives in Western Germany. these days, accord- | 
ing to the Hamburg neWspaper Die Welt. . They like the | 
new currency, known as the “D-mark,” which lately has 
shown unexpected strength in international markets. By | 
contrast, the old reichsmark was hardly considered worth | 


tamperin with. 

Since the: introduction of the’ 
new currency last June, more: 
counterfeit money has rolled off 
the presses than in the preceding 
three years together. 

The Hamburg paper pooh-poohs 
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the popular conception of the lone- 
wolf counterfeiter working nights 
at a primitive hand ‘press in the 
abandoned cellar of a bombed-out 
building. Actually, it says, the fake 
money is being manufactured by 
a large organized gang with the 
aid of the most modern machinery. 


Distribution follows an ingenious | 


system, operating on a nationwide 
scale. 


The greatest drawback to the) 


German counterfeiters is the fact 
that the original issue of D-mark 


banknotes was printed in Amer-| 


ica. Exact duplicates of the paper 
and of the complex dyes used in 
the U. S. printing process are not 
available in Germany. Hence the 
bogus money, though manufac- 
tured with great skill, ie far from 

perfect.

The quicker Clayton 
County fumigates its joints the better. 
Fulton is fairly clean. But this carrion 
crowd will try to light somewhere close 
to Atlanta’s sappy population that likes 
to be cheated at dice and robbed by pros- 
titutes. 

Meanwhile that roadside joint below 
Stockbridge which has the tickers in it 
to'supply the race horse handbook boys 
might as well know it’s been spotted for 
some time.

~" years after the war knows the bleak fear and the abnormal 
cynicism which were so great they did not allow the peoples of 
those regions to trust even themselves. 

A man who no longer has faith in his own ability, as a man and

among his own people, has reached a state of mind where he will 
surrender himself and become a cog in a totalitarian state—will 
offer himself up to the mercy of the secret police; to prison with- 
out trial; to life without personal will or choice. They literally 
give up their souls to gain what seems the security offered by a 
totalitarian state. ie 


Hai That is why the Communists hate most of all this coun- 
© try. That is why they attack, with all the tools at their 
command, the school, the church, the union, the newspapers, the 
magazines, the courts, the jury system, the government. That is 
why they contribute money to such as. the Ku Klux Klan. They 
want to create in the minds of Americans a fear their Government 
cannot protect them; that, their courts cannot give them justice; 
that- their newspapers are not interested in their rights; that the 
church is not free. They seek to make Americans afraid and to 


weaken them with the poison of hate and fear. 
Communism is not new. The religion of Com- 


100 Year 5 munism and the strategy of its operations were 
outlined in 1848—101 years ago—by Marx and Engels. Ever 
since that time there have been men and women who toiled for it. 
Lenin, Trotsky and Stalin surged into the world spotlight 30 
years ago. Two are dead. Stalin is old and ill. Already new 
names are coming to be known as leaders of the first great Com- 
munist state. 

There are 140,000,000 Americans. Almost all of them give the 
lie to the philosophy of Marx and Engels. As.those two saw the 
industrial system rise out of the. dark years that had come with 
the collapse of the feudal system; as they watched the first machines 
do the work of dozens of workers; they wrote that the worker was 
chained to his machine and was forever the slave of the owner 
of the machine. 


Th From this they deducted that life was a class struggle 
COFyY and that the man who worked at the machine must 
also own it. The great error of that deduction has been more 
evident in this country than in any other, and for a longer time. 
Social tensions in this country are not rooted in social classes and 
mever have been. There are tensions between groups. Not be- 
And there are no slaves to machines. 

The Marx theory is never more ironically illustrated than in 
Russia. There is much more class distinction and class conscious- 
ness in the Soviet Union than in this country. There are perhaps 
10,000,000 Communists in Russia. This small group holds all the 
power of government and all the offices; it owns and controls and 
directs all the industry and business; it tells every farmer what he 
shall plant and how much he must sell; it allows him to own no 
inch of the land he farms; it permits no small business or large 
business; it controls all the police and army; all the courts, all the 
schools, all the movements of every man, woman and child in its 
domain. It does not dispute that it has millions of its own people 
in labor camps, put there because they violated in some way, small 
or great, the edicts of the ruling class. Never in all the history 
of the world, with all its emperors, tzars, kings and monarchs, has 
there been such a powerful ruling class and so much class distinc- 
tion as in the Soviet Union. Not even the stamping, parading, 
ununiformed Nazis had as much feeling of class. 

We are not the slaves of our machines. And we must not allow 
the Communists to make us the slaves of fear, passion or hate. This 
country had hardly got on its feet when Marx and Engels wrote. 
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We have proved their system false and empty. ap

Villa—A Remarkable Man 


When we met Gen. Villa, he was fighting Carranza and had an 
army of 50,000 men. A troop train consisted of a long string of 


. boxcars with the horses riding inside and the soldiers on the roofs 


or on matting stuck on the rods underneath. The women were in 
the commissary, so they built fires on the tops of the cars and 
cooked the tortillas and frijoles as the train rolled along. - Why 
they didn’t catch fire no one knows. 

Pancho had a: private car at the back end, which, if I remem- 
ber rightly, said New York,‘New Haven & Hartford on its side, 
meaning someone had brought it across the border and somebody 
had forgotten to return it, about as handy as stealing a bass drum. 
Directly in front of it was a boxcar equipped with a piano, a barber 
chair and other luxuries which included bunks for two or three 
soldadas or WACs to you. 

Gen. Villa was one of the most remarkable men I ever met. 
He was friendly and had rough charm and the most amazing eyes 
I have seen in anyone’s head. No matter where you were in his 
car or how many persons there were, he always seemed to be 
watching you. Probably that is why he survived so long until 
finally killed in ambush by men he supposed were his friends. 
He gave me time and the story, which was subsequently published. 

We spent about three weeks with the General and his army, a 
ragged, out-at-the-seat-of-the-pants outfit. In fact, Fisher and I 
almost joined it, for there was a rule any officer could promote 
up to his rank and a generous major made us captains one night 
by the simple device of producing and giving us hat cords which 
indicated our rank. It seemed like a nice joke until bright and early 
the next morning he came around to get us to join our commands 
when we handed back the hat bands and took a rapid runout.

Health insurance is out but, instead, 
there will be a hospital and medical education 
program which is presented as a necessary pre- 
requisite to health insurance.

Guests who dine with Christian A. Rauschenberg, one of Atlanta’s 

leading lovers of food, are expected to utilize every one of their five senses. As for 
himself, Mr. Rauschenberg uses a sixth. 

“With me,” he says with a remembering smile only politely removed from a smack- 

ing of the lips, “the very preparation of food is a romantic thing! There is no satisfac- 

tion in it at all if it hasn’t been prepared with love and enthusiasm and served with 


ceremony.” 

The son of pioneer Atlantans who,came to Georgia from Germany in the Recon- 
‘struction Days, Mr. Rauschenberg has lived in France and Italy and Austria long enough 
to have completely confused his taste buds. He cares not whether the formula is deep 
Southern, pure Eastern, Oriental, , Seton, Gallic or none his x er is whether 
the dish deserves to be consid- ne 7 i i 
ered ‘good. oe Sie SU 

- President of Rauschenberg 
and Garrison, Inc., and a leader 
in Methodist Mission circles, 
Rauschenberg is completely old- 
worldly in the kitchen.. He in- 
herited from his father and 
mother, his grandparents and all 
hig ancestors a profound respect 
for the inner man, and he has 
been at home in the kitchen all 
.of his life. 

One could write books about 
his theories . . . and he may 
have already have done it, his 
knowledge spills out so easily. 
He is an advocate of slow cook- 
ing (his Chateaubriand is a 
steak that broils 50 minutes), 
eschews pepper as a seasoning, 
except for a dash of cayenne, 
uses salt wisely as a savory, 
sidesteps all herbs except the 
simplest ones, and uses butter, 
cream and imagination gener- 
ously. He employs garlic as a 
grace note only, usually broiling 
it in butter, or simply rubbing a 
salad bowl with it, and leans on 
tarragon, wine and apple vine- 
gars for many of the exotic, 
spicy flavors that show up in 
the small portions of his many- 
course meals. 

Like al! gourmets, he knows 
the sources of food, and the 
reasons for them. For example, | 
he knows the devastated South 
turned to turnip tops and 
ground corn, now known as 
grits, out of sheer defense from 
starvation, and he respects the 
ingenuity that has made those 
things tasteful foods. 

He leans to a heavy break- 
fast, say fruit juice, hot cereal 
and cream, a pork chop an inch 
and a half thick, with brown 
gravy and well-cooked rice, hot — 
biscuits and a stack of buck-: 
wheat cakes and coffee, and 
after such a beginning, laughs 
sardonically at the friend -who 
invited him to rush out for a 
sandwich at luncheon.

Here is the recipe for making 
buns with a prepared hot roll 
mix: 

Prepare dough as directed on 
box of fully-prepared hot roll

about 1% inches in diameter. 
Place close together on greased 
baking sheet. Brush with melt- 
ed shortening.

Bake 
at 400 degree F. for 15 minutes. 
Mark the cross on each hot bun 
with confectioners’ frosting (1% 
cup confectioners’ sugar mois- 
tened with 1 tablespoon milk). 


SCOTCH HOT CROSS BUNS

Pour scalded milk over short- 
ening, sugar and salt. Add cold 
water and cool to lukewarm. 
Stir in 2 cups of sifted flour. 
Add eggs and crumbled yeast; 
beat with rotary egg beater for 
2 minutes. Combine rolled oats, 
cinnamon and currants and add 
tc yeast mixture. Add enough 
flour to make a soft dough. 
Turn out on lightly floured 
board and knead until satiny; 
about 10 minutes. Round dough 
into ball; place in a warm place 
until double in bulk (about 1 
hour). Punch down; cover and 


let rest 10 minutes. Shape into 
buns, place on greased baking 
sheet 1 inch apart. Flatten each 
bun slightly. Brush lightly with 
melted shortening, cover and let 
rise until double’in bulk (about 
45 minutes). Bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven (400 degree F.) 
20 to 25 minutes. While warm 
make a cross on each bun using 
a stiff confectioners’ sugar icing. 

To reduce rising time, use 1% 
packages yeast. For a warm 
place: Pour boiling water into 
a large pan or bowl, place wire 
rack on baking sheet, over the 
pan, place covered bow! of dough 
on rack, place a pan of boiling 
water on the bottom of an un- 
heated oven, place covered

It is interesting to note that 
Dr. Welch, prior to the found- 
ing of his nationally known 
company, had become the first 
man to bottle an unfermented 
grape drink made from pure 
Concord grapes. He developed 
this grape juice for Commun- 
ion services for his church in 
Vineland, N. J., and it was here 
that his friends prevailed upon 
him to bottle the juice for home 
use. His company also makes 
tomato juice, jellies, preserves, 
marmalades, canned peaches, 
pears, apricots and fruit nectars. 

Some good grape recipes are 
printed here: 


WESTFIELD PUNCH 

2 quarts strong tea 

1 quart Welch’s grape juice 

1 cup sugar 

1 2-3 cups strained lemon 
juice 

4 cups strained orange juice 

2 quarts water 

1 cup sugar . 

2 large bottles ginger ale. 


Mix tea, fruit juices, water 
and sugar, and chill one-half 
day. Just before serving, add 
ginger ale and pour over large 
piece of ice in punch bowl. 
Makes 8 quarts or 60 small 
glasses. 


FROSTED GRAPE JUICE 


1 pint Welch’s grape juice 

5 tablespoons lemon juice 

1-3 cup very fine sugar 

1 pint ginger ale. 

Mix grape juice with 3 table- 
spoons of the lemon juice; chill 
thoroughly.
